question of the hour: 

LOCAL OPTION IN MONTCLAIR. 

The citizens of Montclair are to have the 
question of “ Local Option" clearly before 
them as the moat prominent feature of the 
next town election. The object of this ar¬ 
ticle is to state the question exactly as it is 
to bdacted upon. 

In 1870, by special act of the legislature, 
there was passed the following law: 

1st. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
General Assembly of the State of New Jer¬ 
sey, that it shall bo unlawful for any per¬ 
son or persons to sell any ale, porter, beer, 
or other melt or epiritous liquors, as a bev 
erage, within the said Montclair Town¬ 
ship, except it be at a mguiar licensed Inn 
or Tavern. 

3d. And be it enacted, that it shall be 
submitted to the people annually at their 
regular town meetings, to decide whether 
they shall apply for e license to the Court 
for an Inn or Tavarn license to sell intoxi¬ 
cating liquors, as a leverage, in the said 
township; and tbtt no liceate shall be 
granted to any person or persons for that 
purpose, unless a majority of the votes 
there cast shall be in favor of the same. 

There are other acts betides those quoted 
determining the penalty for violation and 
mode of procedure; but these exhibit the 
real nature af the law. This la a special 
law. Two Other townships In the State en¬ 
joy the same privilege, viz., Vineland end 
Chatham. This law hea been decided con 
etltnUooai by the highest court to which it 
can ha taken. It has never been brought 
to a direct issue In Montclair, end at the 
next town meeting the sentiment of the 
community in regard to it ia to be tested 
for the fimt Una In tee discussions false 
issue are constantly raised. The question 
to be decided Is not “ whet la the but 
method to he need In the suppression of 
lntamperio*hat rather, which te the 
taler for ear rownunity this lew granting 
H Local Option " or the general license law 
of lbs State. Nothing also should be ia- 
treduced into the c ontest.

In every age tha carne t has excited the 
attention, end oftentimes influenced tttr 
passions of men. Prom the faintest glim 
merings of history w# leans that philoso¬ 
phers, poet* aad warvioiu have regarded 
its appearance with feeHng* peculiar to the 
epbne of thought in which they have 
moved. To tha philosopher it often 
proved the fallgey at We- D OOio n * ia regard 
to the ewnomy of nature. The poet found 
new materiel to enrich his verse, end the 
hero foresaw the annihilation of Me ene¬ 
mies or the downfall of Me own power.

“ alarmist " wee terrified at the magnitude 
and gravity of the earth, end, like one of 
England's famous knights, concluding 
that discretion make* up tha better part of 
valor, and also, recognising the truth of 
the saying that “ be who fight* end runs 
away, may live to fight another day," 
has abandoned the attack, and may, for 
eoght we know, be wandering through 
the shadowy realm of space, in search of 
other and tee* difficult worlds to conquer. 

But there ie another kind of comet, 
which, if not ao great ta asagnitudo, or 
terrible in aspect, exeroise* a for more po¬ 
tent Influence in directing the affairs of 
We wilt doom it the Comet of Un 
founded Pear. The approach of thin visit¬ 
or ia never asserted on the authority of 
scientific research, nor given to the world 
under the sanction of e school of philoao-. 
phen. It cowan and goes independent of 
any af the laws that euatrol the universe 
around us. It pays no attention to gravi¬ 
ty or repulsion, but is kin41ud into active 
Ufa or lies dornUal, according to the op¬ 
eration* of the human heart and mind. It 
war* hard to find a person ignorant of ita 
nature or the influence of ita mission. 
There can scarcely be found ooe who has 
act sms the bar tana of hope set oa Are 
and consumed, as its presence becomes 
more end more distinct. The comet above 
referred to differs in another way from 
the on* PlauUmour tells us of. The collis¬ 
ion of his «ome4 with the earth is proved 
by lapse at time to have been the creature 
of a crazy imagination. W* may believe 
that if be saw the comet at all, he must 
have keen it in the same way that HamWi 
hi* father while listening to the 
trembling speech of the three guardsmen: 

In my mind’s eye, Horatio.” But the 
other, although to natural vision a non 
entity, con be felt by the mind, and meaa- 
sured with the mental tight. 

Had Plantamour's monster come in con 
tact with the earth, the result must be left 
to the wildest conjecture. The confusion 
would be greater then would arise from 
the suspension of any natural law, and this 
we designate by the fearful name oi 
chaos. The effect produced by the pres¬ 
ence of the other is hardly leas fearful to 
the world of mental action 

It ia to be regretted that often the size 
of our second comet i* increased by the 
operation of the wind. It oftan satis to 
cover the whole domain of happiness, and 
wither every flower of bop*. Nothing is 
but the terrible form of disaster 
During each moments the assurance that 
some on* else ha* seen the an* comet that 
obscured the soft blue sky we call our 
own, and that its magnitude has been 
greatly exaggerated by our terror bus 
but little comfort. They may even tail us 
that if viewed from a different mentsT ele¬ 
vation its size and aril effect will be greet- 
ly reduced. f*t we ere reluctant to beliavs 
the proposition. Nay, w* may even be 
advised by the best end let the advice go 
unheeded. Some mortals seem to have a 
weakness for viewing this comet, and on 
the some principle that lead* one to love 
the thing which the judgment condemns 
as destructive. It is like the beacon 
light which allure* the bird of passage to 
destruction, for if the death be not so 
speedy, it ia scarcely leae Inevitable. Like 
Plant amour'* comet, they ere often conjur¬ 
ed into eristence by the imagination , but, 
unlike hia, they may be created by every¬ 
body ia a number of different wsye. They 
always take their shape from the condition 
of the mind that calls them into being. 
To some they are never absent. To 
others, only at intervals, end some there 
ere whose «mootkq*e*s of temper forbids 
their coming at all. While they remain in 
right, confusion holds empire over the 
mental world, end often the direful effect 
ie notioed in a physical decline. Every¬ 
thing ia at *rar with the law of Equilib¬ 
rium. Nothing remain# Iwlanced. The 
individual l>ecomee like a ship without 
comp***, or halm, or anchor, tempest 
driven, lie 1 ocean filled with burs and 
rocks, that everywhere threaten destruc¬ 
tion. Like the ship, be can only be saved 
by the arrival of help. A pilot Is needed; 
on* who knows the channel; one wbw 
has often sailed in the same waters, end 
can guide the misled hark to the vast en 
of smooth water beyond. The process by 
which the comet ie dissipated, end its 
effect relieved ie often gradual, end a* Is It 
often effectual A better judgment, n 
steadier purpose that enables one to mount 
en slevoiioe, from whose summit m*j be 
seen the horieoa of a brighter afcy.
